The guerrillas were hit In 
a lightning thrust called Eagle's 
Claw. 
Helicopters bore troopers of 
the UJS. 1st Air Cavalry Divi­ 
sion into the action 20 miles 
southwest of Bong Son. Rockets 
bombs and shells pounded the 
guerrilla hideouts. UJS. casual­ 
ties were few, but one American 
helicopter was shot down. 
In Saigon, Ui>. forces report­ 
ed another 184 
Communists 
killed by troops and planes, 
pushing 
listed 
Communist 
losses in men beyond 2,000 in 
the last two weeks. An Ameri­ 
can spokesman said these were 
the 
highest 
Red 
casualty 
figures of the war. 
American Air Force and Navy 
jets again pounded targets in 
North and South Viet Nam. A 
Navy Skyraider became the 
ninth victim of Communist anti­ 
aircraft defenses since the Unit­ 
ed States resumed the air war 
on the North 12 days ago. 
The plane was shot down 15 
miles north of the 17th Parallel 
Thursday by heavy flak, an Air 
Force spokesman said. No para­ 
chute was seen by other pilots 
and the Navy airman was pre­ 
sumed killed. 
The Viet Cong shot and killed 
an American civilian engineer 
operating a tractor in a jungle 
clearing at a rock quarry 20 
miles northeast of Saigon. His 
partner escaped when two guer­ 
rillas leaped out of spider holes 
and opened fire.

cottonwood 
moved a step 
closer last night. 
An audience, estimated more 
than 400, attended a meeting in 
the high school gymnasium, to 
hear an outline of the proposal. 
Sam L. Hunter, was master of 
ceremonies. Mayor Robert Ri­ 
ley 
gave the address of wel­ 
come. 
W. R. Phillips Jr., president of 
the board of directors of the 
Delta-New Madrid Paper cor­ 
poration, gave a brief history 
of the organization. 
The proposal was outlined by 
Glen Speidel, Chicago manager- 
director of the Electric Bond 
Consultants. 
A three-year study has been 
completed by the firm, dis­ 
closing a cottonwood supply in 
a 150-mile radius for raw ma­ 
terials which the survey showed 
could produce 400 tons of news­ 
print per day. 
Speidel 
pointed out that the 
project calls for an investment 
of more than $25 million, a plant 
site 
of 115 acres, and that the 
building would take 
22 to 26 
months to complete. 
To assure the plant, a total of 
$235,000 in common stock at 
$1 per share, must be sold. 
The speaker said that new 
advances in paper making ma­ 
chinery have guaranteed com­ 
munities against any odor in the 
air or water pollution 
of 
streams. 
The speaker said that a study 
was made of the marketing area 
and that the sale of newsprint 
would have a market over a sev­ 
en state area. 
The plant, he said, would em­ 
ploy a minimum of 200 persons 
with a minimum of outside la­ 
bor of six to ten. 
The plant would increase by 
700 the population of the com­ 
munity, provide 
200 
more 
households, and an annual in­ 
crease of personal income of 
$1,420,000, he said. It would 
provide 
130 
additional non­ 
manufacturing jobs, 
and in­ 
crease retail sales of the com­ 
munity of $662,000 annually he 
predicted. 
Hunter commented; “ We mean 
business. We are going to build 
a paper mill. 
"We cannot afford not to take 
advantage of this opportunity. 
“ We don’t have any choice, we 
must go forward or wither." 
Hunter pointed out the de­ 
clining trend in the county, 
saying that since 1950 the coun­ 
ty has lost 25 per cent of its 
population, 
because of low 
wages, changing 
farm econo­ 
my and high taxes. 
He added that the sale of homes 
was larger than at any time in 
history. 
A committee 
was formed to 
open at once a campaign for the 
sale of stock. It is composed of 
Phillips, Hal Hunter Jr., sec­ 
retary of the corporation, and

Ambassador Arthur J. Gold­ 
berg, envoy to the United Na­ 
tions, said after a two-hour 
meeting with Johnson Thursday 
that UJi. policy is flexible on 
the issue of an NLF role in ne­ 
gotiations. The NLF is the polit­ 
ical arm of the Communist 
guerrilla forces. 
"We will bargain on that at 
the conference table," Goldberg 
told reporters. But he empha­ 
sized that the demand which Ho 
made public Jan. 28 is unac­ 
ceptable to the United States, 
and he made clear it would 
have to be modified if the issue 
is to be resolved. 
Johnson briefed Goldberg on 
his meeting in Hawaii earlier 
this week with the leaders of 
South Viet Nam, then sent him 
back to U.N. headquarters in 
New York to renew his efforts 
with Secretary-General U Thant 
and members of the Security 
Council as well as renresenta- 


tives of other countries to find 
some way to bring the Vietnam­ 
ese war to a close. 
While Goldberg was meeting 
with Johnson, the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee heard 
from George F.Kennan, former 
State Department Soviet affairs 
expert, in its inquiry into U.S.

Both men indicated they feel 
the South Vietnamese leaders 
are more interested in military 
victory than in economic, social 
and humane positions stressed 
by U.S. officials.

munists “they cannot dislodge 
us. If they cannot dislodge us 
they will have to talk to us, be­ 
cause they want us out." 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon told a Washington 
news conference Thursday that 
criticism of Johnson's Viet Nam 
pliticies encourages the Com­ 
munists. 
He said Republicans should 
not join what he called "the ap­ 
peasement wing" of the Demo­ 
cratic party. He added, "We 
should be for peace. We should 
be against appeasement."

CHICAGO A P - A record toll 
of 49,000 traffic deaths in the 
United States last year was re­ 
ported today by the National 
Safety Council. 
'Hie council said 1.8 million 
persons suffered disabling inju­ 
ries in 1965 motor vehicle acci­ 
dents. The economic loss was 
calculated a $8.5 billion, $5.5 
billion of this in wage losses, 
medical expenses and overhead 
Insurance costs. 
The one bright thread in the 
dark pattern was the council's 
assertion that the rate of deaths 
per 100 million travel miles de­ 
clined for the first time since 
1961—from 5.7 in 1964to 5.6last 
year. This compared with a 1945 
rate of 11.3. 
Council statisticians computed 


a 5 per cent rise in the total 
number of vehicle-miles last 
year, 880 billion. 
Nevertheless, 
the total of 
deaths last year was 3 per cent 
greater than the former record 
of 47,700 in 1964. 
Another deadly record was 
reflected in the December toll 
last year when 4,940 persons 
were killed—10 per cent more 
than the 4,490 of December 
1964. 


In terms of deaths per 10,000 
registered motor vehicles, the 
1965 total of accident deaths was 
up - from 2.7 in 1964 to 2.9. 
The council has urged an 18- 
point national program which 
Pyle said could slash the annual 
toll in half.

tives of other countries to find 
some way to bring the Vietnam­ 
ese war to a close. 
While Goldberg was meeting 
with Johnson, the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee heard 
from George F.Kennan, former 
State Department Soviet affairs 
expert, in its inquiry into UJS. 
policy in Southeast Asia. 
Both Kennan and Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, D<Ark., the commit­ 
tee chairman, expressed fears 
this week's U-S^South Vietnam­ 
ese declaration in Honolulu may 
have raised an added obstacle 
to a negotiated peace. 
Both men indicated they feel 
the South Vietnamese leaders 
are more interested in military 
victory than in economic, social 
and humane positions stressed 
by U. S . officials. 
E arlier, 
Kennan 
said that 
adopting a strong defensive po­ 
sition while letting the war sim ­ 
mer might convince the Com­ 
munists "they cannot dislodge 
us. If they cannot dislodge us 
they will have to talk to us, be­ 
cause they want us out." 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon told a Washington 
news conference Thursday that 
criticism of Johnson's Viet Nam 
plitlcies encourages the Com­ 
munists. 
He said Republicans should 
not join what he called "the ap­ 
peasement wing" of the Demo­ 
cratic party. He added, "We 
should be for peace. We should 
be against appeasement."

CHICAGO AP - A record toll 
of 49,000 traffic deaths in the 
United States last year was re­ 
ported today by the National 
Safety Council. 
The council said 1.8 million 
persons suffered disabling inju­ 
ries in 1965 motor vehicle acci­ 
dents. lite economic loss was 
calculated a $8.5 billion, $5.5 
billion of this in wage losses, 
medical expenses and overhead 
insurance costs. 
The one bright thread in the 
dark pattern was the council's 
assertion that the rate of deaths 
per IOO million travel miles de­ 
clined for the first time since 
1961—from 5.7 in 1964 to 5.6last 
year. This compared with a 1945 
rate of 11.3. 
Council statisticians computed 


a 5 per cent rise in the total 
number of vehicle-miles last 
year, 880 billion. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
total of 
deaths last year was 3 per cent 
greater than the former record 
of 47,700 in 1964. 


Another deadly record was 
reflected In the December toll 
last year when 4,940 persons 
were killed—IO per cent more 
than the 4,490 of December 
1964. 


In term s of deaths per 10,000 
registered motor vehicles, the 
1965 total of accident deaths was 
up - from 2.7 in 1964 to 2.9. 
The council has urged an 18- 
point national program which 
Pyle said could slash the annual 
toll in half.

It looks as if the effort to repeal section 14b 
of the Taft-Hartley act is doomed to failure 
in this session of Congress. 
In the first test the forces of Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen prevailed. There is 
no reason to believe that any subsequent efforts 
will end differently. 
The section, which requires a two thirds 
majority to repeal, permits states to pass 
right-to-work laws. 
Its repeal would hand another chunk of power 
to union leaders contributing to what already 
is an imbalance of power in their favor. Greedy 
union leaders naturally favor a system of com­ 
pulsory union dues. President Lyndon B. Johnson 
supports repeal. Missouri’s Senators Symington 
and Long, who also are beholden to the union 
czars, voted in favor of ending the filibuster. 
It is ridiculous that it is necessary for Senator 
Dirksen to lead a filibuster to prevent repeal 
of a law which does no more than give each 
state the right to allow its workers to decide 
for themselves whether to join a union. 
The Senate’s energies should be channeled 
toward effecting union reforms. 
The Newr York transit strike proceeded on a 
“ public be damned’’ attitude. 
Union militancy has spread to government 
employes, who now- feel that they have the right 
to strike for higher wages and for all the fringe 
benefits sought in industry.

The natural conservatism that comes with age 
as it is manifest in the Senate suits us fine. 
The class of ’66 — Senators up for re- 
election this year—will be the oldest in many 
years. Many of them should be re-elected. 
If all those whose terms expire decide to 
run again, nearly half—15 of 34—will be 65 
or older. 
Voluntary retirement is comparatively rare. 
Only two members of the class of ’66—Saltson- 
stall of Massachusetts, 74, and Anderson of 
New Mexico, 71—have given any indication that 
they might not seek re-election. 
If these aged Senators worked for a major 
corporation or under the civil service system, 
they would now be drawing pensions. 
In politics it is different. 
Age often means seniority and seniority means 
power in Congress. The voters have their say 
but few elections are decided on the issue of 
age versus youth. 
Voters almost always give considerable weight 
to the power that seniority gives members of 
Congress. It is unrealistic to ignore it. 
The congressional pension law gives the na­ 
tional lawmakers a lucrative cushion in retire­ 
ment. 
Few take advantage of their golden years to 
quit..

Highways are changing because of compact 
cars. 
Realizing small cars are here to stay, traffic 
engineers have begun stretching “no passing” 


zones and putting traffic signs closer to the 
ground. 
Highway officials in all the states are painting 
double no-passing stripes beside center lines 
for 1,000 feet before hills, as seen from a 
height of four feet. 
That’s a half foot lower than the former 
four-and-a half foot standard. The lower seat­ 
ing level in small cars is the reason—a per­ 
son driving a small car can’t see as far down 
the road as the driver of a standard-size car. 
Another change dictated by the lower seating 
level of compact cars is highway signs on 
shorter poles. They are beginning to appear 
in a few places. It is easy for the driver of 
a small car to miss a stop sign when it’s 
above his line of sight. 
One of the reasons for such changes is acci­ 
dent statistics that indicate that compact car 
drivers have more serious accidents than those 
who drive standard cars. 
The Illinois Division of Highways found in a 
special 1961 study that the death rates of both 
drivers and passengers of small cars were about 
60 per cent higher than death rates for drivers 
and passengers of standard-size passenger cars. 
The Connecticut State Police recently conducted 
experiments which attracted nationwide atten­ 
tion. They rammed compact and standard cars 
together, and Commissioner Leo J. Mulcahy 
announced that the experiments proved that small 
cars are more damage-prone

battle tank with Airfoam upholstery and dual 
headlights.” Maybe so.

Since 1954, the gross national product in the 
United States has increased 76 per cent. During, 
the same period, expenditures for advertising 
have increased 66 per cent. 
Advertising has done a better than expected 
job of stimulating trade and keeping the level 
of prosperity high. Economists who have studied 
the relationship between national wealth and 
advertising have long held that expenditures 
for advertising should increase at a more rapid 
rate than the gross national product. 
The reason why is not difficult to understand. 
A rapid increase in national wealth is almost 
certain to be caused by automation in industry 
and the creation of new products. 
Since advertising itself is a form of auto­ 
mation—this is, automation in selling--it should 
become an increasingly larger part of the busi­ 
ness budget, just as investment in machinery 
has been increased. 
Also, since a dramatic increase in the gross 
national product is inevitably the result of 
development of many new products, sales be­ 
comes a more important force in economic 
progress than manufacturing. 
New products, however worthy, cannot be sold 
in great quanity without stepped up advertising, 
—especially newspaper advertising at the con­ 
sumer level. 
Although advertising has done a remarkable 
job in fostering continued economic growth, 
a more vigorous economy could be built by 
increasing the percentage of national wealth 
invested in advertising.

NEW YORK (AP) — Of all 
the great captains of earth the 
one most affectionately rem em ­ 
bered probably is he who was 
born in a Kentucky log cabin 157 
y ears ago Saturday. 
Success came late and death 
cam e early to Abraham Lin­ 
coln. 
There is no explaining his 
genius. As did those other great 
captains of pen and sword, Wil­ 
liam Shakespeare and Joan of 
A rc, he sprang seemingly from 
nowhere to im m ortal fame. 
Almost from birth Lincoln 
appeared likely to wind up an 
also-ran in life’s race. 
He was poor and had little 
form al schooling. He failed in 
business as a storekeeper. He 
was unlucky in both love and 
politics, it seem ed. 
His youthful sw eetheart, Ann 
Rutledge, died. The first woman 
he proposed to, Mary Owens, 
turned him down and explained 
la te r: 
“ Mr. Lincoln was deficient in 
those little links which makeup 
the path of a woman’s happi­ 
ness.*’ 
His subsequent m arriage to 
Mary Todd proved a storm y 
one. 
He lost more elections than he 
won. Anticipating defeat in his 
first race for a seat in the Illi­ 
nois L egislature in 1832 — and 
he did lose — Lincoln wrote: 
“ If the good people in their 
wisdom shall &ee fit to keep me 
in the background, I have been 
too f&millar with disappoint­ 
ment to lie much chagrined.”

The information is tran s­ 
m itted autom atically to head­ 
quarters. So 24 old wells can 
be kept 
pumping for some 10 
or 15 more profitable years— 
whereas, without the self-suf­ 
ficiency and economy provided 
by electronic equipment, they 
would have been totally aban­ 
doned. 
An 
invaluable 
resource has 
been saved. A m erica’s oil pic­ 
ture is a bit healthier. And jobs 
that would otherw ise have dis­ 
appeared with the fields exist 
for quite a number of people. 
Electronic 
devices 
aren’t 
devils. They open up frontiers of 
achievement that make the mind 
reel. We just have to learn how 
to use them properly.

Had 
he succumbed to his tendency to 
melancholy

young Abe might well have dis­ 
appeared into the m ists of histo­ 
ry, just another obscure fron­ 
tier teilure. 


But he persisted. He turned to 
the study of law and gram m ar. 
Slowly his star rose. In 1856 he 
rem arked jokingly during a los­ 
ing race for senator against Ste­ 
phen Douglas: 
“ Nobody ever expected me to 
t>e president. In my poor, lean, 
lank face nobody has ever seen 
that any cabbages were sprout­ 
ing.” 


But he was wrong there. Four 
years la ter tie had become p res­ 
ident. And less than five years 
later, only 56, he was killed by 
an assassin . But in that brief 
period he had become the indis­ 
pensable human fulcrum that 
kept the Am erican nation from 
teeter-tottering into ruin. 
One of those rare men uncor­ 
rupted by vast power, Lincoln 
has been m ore w ritten about 
than any other head of state 
with the possible exception of 
Napoleon. 
But the thing that undoubtedly 
would please Abraham Lincoln 
most about his present status is 
that, of all the giant figures of 
mankind they read about in 
their history books, he is the one 
most loved by children. 
TTiey feel that they a re strug­ 
gling alone in a world of foolish 
grownups, and they sense that 
he was, too.

Hoffa Planning to C reate $122 
Million Annual Cash Pool 
Washington, D. C. — Jam es 
Riddle Hoffa simply is not one 
to be content with a m ere bleed­ 
ing ulcer as a status symbol. 
The diminutive 
labor leader 
always thinks big. Now he is 
planning — though he has con­ 
fided only in a few intim ates 
—to create an annual revolv­ 
ing fund of $122 million to oper­ 
ate out of his m arble-coated 
headquarters here. 
Direction and disbursem ent of 
such monies would give him 
absolute control over the en­ 
tire leadership of the spraw l­ 
ing Team sters Union — whether 
he is in or out of prison. 
The technique is sim ple. Mr. 
Hoffa plans to “ ask” the Team­ 
s te rs ’ July 4 quinquennial con­ 
vention — 
now joyously 
re ­ 
ferred to as the freedom rally 
— to change the constitution on 
the collection of T eam sters’ 
dues. 
Hoffa, on the theory that .he is 
his union 
brothers’ 
keeper, 
wants a national dues checkoff. 
This would mean that all em ­ 
ployers in the land 
who hire 
T eam sters, be they in the tiny 
municipal dog catchers’ union 
or 
over - the - road haulers, 
would take the dues out of 1.7 
million unionists’ pay and send 
the money directly to Hoffa's 
national office instead of to the 
900 T eam sters’ locals. 
This would bring in well over 
$122 million a year. 
In turn, Hoffa’s headquarters 
would take its own national (per 
capita) tax out of the gold flow 
and return some of the residual 
to the locals. 
Labor insiders 
believe this 
will give the T eam sters’ p resi­ 
dent power unmatched in trade 
union circles — and that's not 
easily accomplished. 
It means 
that the locals and 
their officials would have to look 
to Hoffa for virtually every pen­ 
ny 
of income. They could not 
function if the national office 
cut off or slowed the dollar 
repatriation for any length of 
tim e. 
In turn, it would give 
the 
T eam sters’ national office a 
solvency to be envied by the U. S. 
Treasury Dept. 
And, judging 
from the drain Hoffa plans to 
put on his own internal revenue 
operations, he 
will need the 
cash. 
Hoffa is a forward - looking 
fellow. He knows now he has at 
least a year of 
unhampered 
freedom. The definite word now 
is that the Supreme Court will 
not hear his appeal on the jury- 
tam pering conviction until next 
Mnvpmhpr. \ final derision is 


not expected until the end of 
January or m id-February 1967. 
Hoffa also is aware that there 
is no law which can force him 
to yield the presidency even if 
he is imprisoned by an unfavor­ 
able decision. Neither Taft- 
Hartley nor the Labor-M anage- 
ment Disclosure Act state that 
a union 
official jailed for at­ 
tempting to influence a jury is 
ineligible for union office. Thus 
he is concerning him self with 
the Team sters — and not the 
U. S. — statutes. 


Those close to him report 
that he now plans to rew rite 
whole sections of the union’s 
laws. In addition to centralizing 
control of all T eam sters' funds, 
he intends to concentrate power 
in the T eam sters International 
Executive Board — and then 
make 
his political power over 
the board absolute. 
Since he controls the votes 
of some 
1.1 
million Team ­ 
ste rs 
outright (and 
leaders 
of the others are expected to 
be in the van of the stampede 
to renominate him next July) 
he will name his own board. 
Then he will hand out $10,000 
and $20,000 annual raise s. 
Thus he will surround him­ 
self with the new class-labor 
executives who will earn any­ 
where from $40,000 to $165,000 
a year. Typical will be his home 
local’s vice president, Frank 
Fitzsim m ons, the chap he plans 
to make national trustee if the 
Supreme Court orders him to 
prison. 


This fellow, a devoted tow el- 
c a rrie r, also is the T eam sters 
13th national 
vice president. 
His sundry positions pay him a 
minimum of $40,000 a year. As 
a vice president he will get a 
$10,000 annual raise, and he 
may get a national organizing 
assignm ent. This would bring 
him $25,000 m ore -- or about 
$75,000 a year. 
There are others, however, in 
really top brackets. The 12th 
national vice president, Anthony 
(P ro) Provenzano for exam ple. 
His income from several union 
posts nominally brings 
him 
$145,000 annually. Now he 
is 
slated for a $20,000 yearly in­ 
crease. There are expenses, 
too, which make it livable. 
Other m em bers of the board 
will earn anywhere from $30,- 
000 to $47,000 annually without 
counting the income from their 
locals. So it is unlikely there 
will be any opposition — es­ 
pecially since Hoffa hopes to 
sweeten their pensions. 
So rich or poor, free or not,

The first marriage to take place on the back 
of a whale.

It looks as if the effort to repeal section 14b 
of the Taft-Hartley act is doomed to failure 
in this session of Congress. 
In the first test the forces of Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen prevailed. There is 
no reason to believe that any subsequent efforts 
will end differently. 
The section, which requires a two thirds 
majority to repeal, permits states to pass 
right-to-work laws. 
Its repeal would hand another chunk of power 
to union leaders contributing to what already 
is an imbalance of power in their favor. Greedy 
union leaders naturally favor a system of com­ 
pulsory union dues. President Lyndon B. Johnson 
supports repeal. Missouri’s Senators Symington 
and Long, who also are beholden to the union 
czars, voted in favor of ending the filibuster. 
It is ridiculous that it is necessary for Senator 
Dirksen to lead a filibuster to prevent repeal 
of a law which does no more than give each 
state the right to allow its workers to decide 
for themselves whether to join a union. 
The Senate’s energies should be channeled 
toward effecting union reforms. 
The New York transit strike proceeded on a 
“public be damned’* attitude. 
Union militancy has spread to government 
employes, who now feel that they have the right 
to strike for higher wages and for all the fringe 
benefits sought in industry. 
Ferrymen, welfare workers, teachers, motor 
vehicle operators, grave diggers, firemen, po­ 
lice and transport workers in recent times have 
used the strike weapon. 
Instead of repealing 14b, Congress should 
devote its time to enacting legislation in the 
spirit of Calvin Coolidge following the Boston 
police strike: “There is no right to strike 
against the public safety by anyone, anywhere, 
any time.” 
There shouldn’t be either.

In an era of heedless, headlong and often 
foolish change it is good to have one segment 
of the federal government willing to question 
whether something is better just because it is 
new. 
The natural conservatism that comes with age 
as it is manifest in the Senate suits us fine. 
The class of *66 — Senators up for re­ 
election this year—will be the oldest in many 
years. Many of them should be re-elected. 
If all those whose terms expire decide to 
run again, nearly half—15 of 34—will be 65 
or older. 
Voluntary retirement is comparatively rare. 
Only two members of the class of *66—Saltson- 
stall of Massachusetts, 74, and Anderson of 
New Mexico, 71—have given any indication that 
they might not seek re-election. 
If these aged Senators worked for a major 
corporation or under the civil service system, 
they would now be drawing pensions. 
In politics it is different. 
Age often means seniority and seniority means 
power in Congress. The voters have their say 
but few elections are decided on the issue of 
age versus youth. 
Voters almost always give considerable weight 
to the power that seniority gives members of 
Congress. It is unrealistic to ignore it. 
The congressional pension law gives the na­ 
tional lawmakers a lucrative cushion in retire­ 
ment. 
Few take advantage of their golden years to 
quit. 
We are happy that they don’t. 
The pension always is there for them if some­ 
thing goes wrong at the polls.

zones and putting traffic signs closer to the 
ground. 
Highway officials in all the states are painting 
double no-passing stripes beside center lines 
for 1,000 feet before hills, as seen from a 
height of four feet. 
That’s a half foot lower than the former 
four-and-a half foot standard. The lower seat­ 
ing level in small cars is the reason—a per­ 
son driving a small car can’t see as far down 
the road as the driver of a standard-size car. 
Another change dictated by the lower seating 
level of compact cars is highway signs on 
shorter poles. They are beginning to appear 
in a few places. It is easy for the driver of 
a small car to miss a stop sign when it’s 
above his line of sight. 
One of the reasons for such changes is acci­ 
dent statistics that indicate that compact car 
drivers have more serious accidents than those 
who drive standard cars. 
The Illinois Division of Highways found in a 
special 1961 study that the death rates of both 
drivers and passengers of small cars were about 
60 per cent higher than death rates for drivers 
and passengers of standard-size passenger cars. 
The Connecticut State Police recently conducted 
experiments which attracted nationwide atten­ 
tion. They rammed compact and standard cars 
together, and Commissioner Leo J. Mulcahy 
announced that the experiments proved that small 
cars are more damage-prone 
than standard 
models. 
Taking issue with the inference of these re­ 
sults, the Detroit Free Press observed: “We’re 
not sure the findings get anywhere. For, if we 
assume the necessity of collisions, then every 
driver should logically try to get a car heavier 
than his neighbor’s—leading in the end to a 
battle tank with Airfoam upholstery and dual 
headlights.” Maybe so.

We need cars with brakes which get tight when 
the drivers get tight.

Since 1954, the gross national product in the 
United States has increased 76 per cent. During, 
the same period, expenditures for advertising 
have increased 66 per cent. 
Advertising has done a better than expected 
job of stimulating trade and keeping the level 
of prosperity high. Economists who have studied 
the relationship between national wealth and 
advertising have long held that expenditures 
for advertising should increase at a more rapid 
rate than the gross national product. 
The reason why is not difficult to understand. 
A rapid increase in national wealth is almost 
certain to be caused by automation in industry 
and the creation of new products. 
Since advertising itself is a form of auto­ 
mation—this is, automation in selling—it should 
become an increasingly larger part of the busi­ 
ness budget, just as investment in machinery 
has been increased. 
{ Also, since a dramatic increase in the gross 
national product is inevitably the result of 
development of many new products, sales be­ 
comes a more important force in economic 
progress than manufacturing. 
New products, however worthy, cannot be sold 
in great quanity without stepped up advertising, 
—especially newspaper advertising at the con­ 
sumer level. 
Although advertising has done a remarkable 
job in fostering continued economic growth, 
a more vigorous economy could be built by 
increasing the percentage of national wealth 
invested in advertising.

So 24 old wells can 
be kept pumping for some IO 
or 15 more profitable years— 
whereas, without the self-suf­ 
ficiency and economy provided 
by electronic equipment, they 
would have been totally aban­ 
doned.

been saved. Am erica's oil pic­ 
ture is a bit healthier. And jobs 
that would otherwise have dis­ 
appeared with the fields exist 
for quite a number of people.

But he was wrong there. Four 
years later lie had become pres­ 
ident. And less than five years 
later, only 56, he was killed by 
an assassin. But in tliat brief 
period he had become the indis* 
pensaUe human fulcrum that 
kept the American nation from 
teeter*totterlng into ruin. 
Ckie of those rare men uncor­ 
rupted by vast power, Lincoln 
has been more written atxAit 
than any other head of state 
with the possible exception of 
Napoleon. 
But the thing ttiat undoubtedly 
would please Abraham Lincoln 
most about his present status is 
ttiat, of all the giant figures of 
mankind they read about in 
their history books, he is the one 
most loved by children, 
TTiey feel ttiat they are strug* 
gling alone in a world of foolish 
grownups, and they sense that 
he was, too.

Hoffa Planning to Create $122 
Million Annual Cash Pool 
Washington, D. C. — James 
Riddle Hoffa simply is not one 
to be content with a mere bleed­ 
ing ulcer as a status symbol. 
The diminutive labor leader 
always thinks big. Now he is 
planning — though he has con­ 
fided only in a few intimates 
—to create an annual revolv­ 
ing fund of $122 million to oper­ 
ate out of his marble-coated 
headquarters here. 
Direction and disbursement of 
such monies would give him 
absolute control over the en­ 
tire leadership of the sprawl­ 
ing Team sters Union — whether 
he is in or out of prison. 
The technique is simple. Mr. 
Hoffa plans to “ ask" the Team­ 
sters’ July 4 quinquennial con­ 
vention — 
now joyously 
re­ 
ferred to as the freedom rally 
—to change the constitution on 
the collection of Team sters' 
dues. 
Hoffa, on the theory that .he is 
his union 
brothers’ 
keeper, 
wants a national dues checkoff. 
This would mean that all em­ 
ployers in the land 
who hire 
Team sters, be they In the tiny 
municipal dog catchers' union 
or over - the - road haulers, 
would take the dues out of 1,7 
million unionists’ pay and send 
the money directly to Hoffa's 
national office instead of to the 
900 Team sters’ locals, 
This would bring in well over 
$122 million a year. 
In turn, Hoffa's headquarters 
would take its own national (per 
capita) tax out of the gold flow 
and return some of the residual 
to the locals. 
Labor insiders 
believe this 
will give the Team sters' presi­ 
dent power unmatched In trade 
union circles — and that’s not 
easily accomplished. 
It means 
that the locals and 
their officials would have to look 
to Hoffa for virtually every pen­ 
ny 
of income. They could not 
function if the national office 
cut off or slowed the dollar 
repatriation for any length of 
time, 
In turn, it would give 
the 
Team sters’ national office a 
solvency to be envied by the U, S, 
Treasury Dept. 
And, judging 
from the drain Hoffa plans to 
put on his own internal revenue 
operations, he will need the 
cash. 
Hoffa is a forward - looking 
fellow, He knows now he has at 
least a year of 
unhampered 
freedom. The definite word now 
is that the Supreme Court will 
not hear his appeal on the jury- 
tampering conviction until next 
Vnvpmter. 4 final tension Is 


not expected until the end of 
January or m id-February 1967. 
Hoffa also Is aware that there 
Is no law which can force him 
to yield the presidency even if 
he is imprisoned by an unfavor­ 
able decision. Neither Taft- 
Hartley nor the Labor-Manage- 
ment Disclosure Act state that 
a union 
official jailed for at­ 
tempting to influence a jury is 
ineligible for union office. Thus 
he is concerning himself with 
the Teamsters — and not the 
U. S. — statutes. 


Those close to him report 
that he now plans to rewrite 
whole sections of the union’s 
laws. In addition to centralizing 
control of all T eam sters’ funds, 
he Intends to concentrate power 
in the Teamsters International 
Executive Board — and then 
make 
his political power over 
the board absolute. 
Since he controls the votes 
of some 1.1 million Team­ 
sters 
outright (and 
leaders 
of the others are expected to 
be in the van of the stampede 
to renominate him next July) 
he will name his own board. 
Then he will hand out $10,000 
and $20,000 annual raises. 
Thus he will surround him­ 
self with the new class-labor 
executives who will earn any­ 
where from $40,000 to $165,000 
a year. Typical will be his home 
local’s vice president, Frank 
Fitzsimmons, the chap he plans 
to make national trustee lf the 
Supreme Court orders him to 
prison. 


This fellow, a devoted towel- 
c a rrie r, also is the Teamsters 
13th national 
vice president. 
His sundry positions pay bima 
minimum of $40,000 a year. As 
a vice president he will get a 
$10,000 annual raise, and he 
may get a national organizing 
assignment. This would bring 
him $25,000 more — or about 
$75,000 a year. 
There are others, however, in 
really top brackets. The 12th 
national vice president, Anthony 
(Pro) Provenzano for example. 
His Income from several union 
posts nominally brings 
him 
$145,000 annually. Now he 
Is 
slated for a $20,000 yearly in­ 
crease. There are expenses, 
too, which make it livable. 
Other members of the board 
will earn anywhere from $30,- 
000 to $47,000 annually without 
counting the income from their 
locals. So it is unlikely there 
will be any opposition — es­ 
pecially since Hoffa hopes to 
sweeten their pensions. 
So rich or poor, free or not, 
it’s good to have 
a $100 mil­ 
lio n UM”

(AP) — It looks 
like heavyweight boxing cham­ 
pion C assius Clay, the nation’s 
most famous draft reject, may 
serve in the arm ed forces after 
all. 
Clay, who was floored twice 
before by the mental test, said 
Thursday night that he had got­ 
ten the reclassification papers. 
“ Under new standards given 
us by the Arm y,” said the 
chairm an of his Louisville draft 
board, “ I don’t see any reason 
why Clay won’t be acceptable 
for the draft.” 
The 24-year-old heavyweight 
champion, now training for a 
title bout March 29 against E r­ 
nie T errell in Chicago, said: 
“ I don’t know what all this 
stuff m eans. I just saw they 
said I was considered okay for 
the draft. I don’t know what 
nappens now. 
“ I just roll with the punches.” 
Clay could be called as early 
as next month. But J . Allen 
Sherman, chairm an of Clay’s 
draft board, said in Louisville: 
“ There’s no way of knowing if 
Clay would be in our March 
quota. It would be pure specula­ 
tion at this tim e.” 
The Louisville board meets 
against next Thursday to con­ 
sider reclassification. 
“ The Army now says it will 
accept a high school graduate 
who scored more than 16 points 
(on the mental exam),” Sher­ 
man said. Clay meets both re­ 
quirem ents,” he said. 
After Clay flunked the mental 
exam twice in January 1964, he 
was classified 1-Y and not elig i­ 
ble for the draft. But the in­ 
creased demands of the war in 
Viet Nam have forced the Selec­ 
tive Service to lower its stand­ 
ard s.

MIAMI, Fla. (A P)— It looks 
like heavyweight boxing cham­ 
pion Cassius Clay, the nation’s 
most famous draft reject, may 
serve in the armed forces after 
all. 
Clay, who was floored twice 
before by the mental test, said 
Thursday night that he had got­ 
ten the reclassification papers. 
“ Under new standards given 
us by the Army,” said the 
chairman of his Louis Ville draft 
board, “ I don’t see any reason 
why Clay won’t be acceptable 
for the draft.” 
The 24-year-old heavyweight 
champion, now training for a 
title bout March 29 against E r­ 
nie Terrell in Chicago, said: 
“ I don’t know what all this 
stuff means. I just saw they 
said I was considered okay for 
the draft. I don’t know what 
happens now. 
“ I just roll with the punches.” 
Clay could be called as early 
as next month. But J. Allen 
Sherman, chairman of Clay’s 
draft board, said in Louisville: 
“ There’s no way of knowing if 
Clay would be in our March 
quota. It would be pure specula­ 
tion at this time.” 
The Louisville board meets 
against next Thursday to con­ 
sider reclassification. 
“ The Army now says it will 
accept a high school graduate 
who scored more than 16 points 
(on the mental exam),” Sher­ 
man said. Clay meets both re­ 
quirements,” he said. 
After Clay flunked the mental 
exam twice in January 1964, he 
was classified I -Y and not eligi­ 
ble for the draft. But the in­ 
creased demands of the war in 
Viet Nam have forced the Selec­ 
tive Service to lower its stand­ 
ards. 
Thousands of others across 
the country who were previous­ 
ly in the 1-Y classification also 
are eligible now. 
It is possible Clay might be in 
basic training by the time the 
date for the March 29 bout with 
Terrell rolls around. 
Terrell could not be reached 
for comment Thursday night. 
He will be 27 in April and thus 
beyond the age limits of the 
present draft calls.

A commission source said he 
doubted there would be any 
public announcement about to­ 
day's discussions. It was not ex­ 
pected that the FCC would offi­ 
cially divulge anything until it 
has reached a final decision on 
how much to regulate CATV. 
The result, sources close to 
the commission said, is expect­ 
ed to be a decision to control 
all 1,600 CATV systems In the 
nation—Including the more than 
1,000 that operate merely by 
erecting a master antenna out­ 
side a town to pull down avail­ 
able 
television 
signals 
and 
transmit them by cable into the 
homes of fee-paying subscrib­ 
ers. 
The commission decided last 
spring to assume control of the 
450 or so CATV operations that 
use microwave relay systems— 
already controlled by the FCC 
— to relay the programs of dis­ 
tant television stations to their 
master antennas. 
At the heart of the controver­ 
sy between broadcasters and 
CATV interests is the so-called 
“ carriage and non duplication'' 
requirement now in effect. 
Aimed at protecting television 
stations, this requirement dic­ 
tates that a microwave-served 
CATV system must carryall lo­ 
cal channels to the limits of its 
channel capacity, and black out 
all programs from distant sta­ 
tions that duplicate the pro­ 
grams of local stations for 15 
days before and after local 
broadcasts.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission went into closed ses­ 
sion Thursday to debate its role 
in controlling Community An­ 
tenna Television, a fast-grow ­ 
ing by-product of television that 
has become increasingly con­ 
troversial in the broadcasting 
industry. 


The special meeting—expect­ 
ed to be the first of several— 
was not a hearing. There were 
no w itnesses, and nobody in the 
room except the seven commis­ 
sioners and their staff. 


A com m ission source said he 
doubted there would be any 
public announcement about to­ 
day’s discussions. It was not ex­ 
pected that the FCC would offi­ 
cially divulge anything until it 
has reached a final decision on 
how much to regulate CATV. 
The result, sources close to 
the com m ission said, is expect­ 
ed to be a decision to control 
all 1,600 CATV system s in the 
nation—including the more than 
1,000 that operate merely by 
erecting a m aster antenna out­ 
side a town to pull down avail­ 
able 
television 
signals 
and 
transm it them by cable into the 
homes of fee-paying subscrib­ 
e rs. 
The com m ission decided last 
spring to assum e control of the 
450 or so CATV operations that 
use microwave relay system s— 
already controlled by the FCC 
— to relay the program s of dis­ 
tant television stations to their 
m aster antennas. 
At the heart of the controver­ 
sy between broadcasters and 
CATV interests is the so-called 
•‘carriage and non duplication” 
requirem ent now in effect. 
Aimed at protecting television 
stations, this requirem ent dic­ 
tates that a microwave-served 
CATV system must carry all lo­ 
cal channels to the lim its of its 
channel capacity, and black out 
all program s from distant sta­ 
tions that duplicate the pro­ 
gram s of local stations for 15 
days before and after local 
broadcasts.

today. When they open again on 
Monday, it will be a whole new 
world — a world of dollars and 
cents. 
The change to the decimal 
system, for which Australia has 
been preparing for two years, is 
not without problems. 
But the government reckons 
that the four-day bank holiday 
plus an intensive public educa­ 
tional campaign should keep 
confusion to a minimum. A l­ 
though all 
banking business 
starting Feb. 14 will be done in 
dollars, other businesses have 
up to two years to make the 
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change. 
Eventually the country will 
abandon use of English - type 
money — pounds, shillings and 
pence «— and go to all dollars 
and cents. 
The dollar, the name of the 
unit chosen, will be equivalent 
to $1.12 in UJS. money. 
New Australian bills have 
been printed in denominations 
of I, 2, IO and 20 dollars. New 
coins of I, 2, 5, IO, 20 and 50 
cents, 600 million of them, have 
been minted. 
The old currency and coins 
gradually will be withdrawn as 
they reach banks. The curren­ 
cies are interchangeable—for 
example, 
a 
10-shilling note 
equals the new Australian dol­ 
lar. 
The move to simpler coinage 
follows the decision to make the 
Australian pound-now 
$2.24- 
equal two Australian dollars, 
and the shilling worth IO cents. 
Among the problems are con­ 


version of 500,000 business ma- 
chines from pounds, shillings 
and pence to dollars and cents. 
The government is footing this 
bill, estimated at $67 million. 
Another is coin collectors. Or­ 
ders for mint sets of the coins 
have been rolling in tor months. 
One dealer alone asked for 20,- 
OOO sets. 
The government says It win 
be able to take care of the num­ 
ismatists in about a year. Sets 
are expected to sell tor about 
five times face value-

Many Papers are Dull 
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LAW RENCE, Kan. (AP) — A 
leading publisher, 
describing 
journalism as a frustrating and 
intoxicating m istress,lam en ted 
today that “ too many issu es of 
too many newspapers a re just 
plain dull, dull, dull.” 
Garden 
Cow les, 
editor-in- 
chief of Cowles Communica­ 
tions received the ninth W il­ 
liam 
Allen 
White Foundation 
citation for jou rn alistic m erit. 
In a speech prepared for the 
annual White m em orial lectu re, 
Cowles said: 
“ Too many newspaper editors 
today a re too carefu l, too cau­ 
tious, too fearful of being con­ 
tro v e rsia l, too w orried about 
rufflying the h air of som e read­ 
e r s . I don't think any man can 
becom e a great editor unless 
he is willing to becom e meaning­ 
fully involved in the important 
issu es of his com munity, his 
state, the nation and the world. 
And he needs to ca re passion­ 
ately .” 
Cowles is president of the Des 
Moines R eg ister and Tribune, 
which his father bought about 
the tim e Cowles was born. His 
brother, John, is president of 
the M inneapolis S tar and T ri- 
bune. 
Cowles told of his su ccesses in 
40 years of journalism , which 
includes establishm ent of Look 
and Fam ily C ircle m agazines 
and the San Juan (Puerto Rico) 
Star and the purchase of two 
new spapers 
in Florida. 
He 
listed as failu res two magazines 
he founded-Flair, a fashion and 
> a rts publication, and Quick, a 
pocketsize newsweekly. 
He said he has reached these 
conclusions about journalism : 
” «T h e 
trem endous 
asset of 
daily newspapers over all form s 
of com m unication is their role 
of public responsibility. 
“ — Radio and television in­ 
form within a d ram atic, popular 
and lim ited scope, but their p ri­ 
mary motivation is entertain­ 
ment . 
“ -M agazin e 
inform , stim u­ 
late thought and entertain, again 
within the scope of their fa c ili­ 
tie s and the in terv als at which 
they a re published. 
“ — Daily new spapers not only 
inform and entertain, they a re 
invested with responsibility for 
truth, fa irn e ss, balance, com ­ 
p leten ess and new ness, coupled 
with their responsibility as the 
m onitor and con scien ce of their 
com m unities and the nation.” 
R esponsible new spapers have 
a public ch a ra c te r, Cowles said . 
“ Those which lack this public 
c h a ra c te r, o r shun it, ignore 
th eir g re a te sta sse ta n d th is will 
eventually show up in the bal­ 
ance sh eet.” 
He said too many newspapers 
still don't do an adequate job of 
digging in th eir own com muni­ 
ties “ for the fascinating things 
and rapidly changing develop­ 
m ents going on in the fields of 
education, m edicine, 
science 
and the a r ts .” 
Newspaper make-up too often 
is left in the hands of people 
who may not know much about 
typography “ and the thousand 
one method for making pages 
look readable and exciting. 
“ If new spapers w ere as well 
edited and a s well printed as I 
think they could be, particularly 
the great Sunday new spapers, 
then 
I doubt whether L ife or 
Look and other leading maga­ 
zines could have attained their 
present size and strength. . . I 
am afraid newspaper publishers 
feel it isn 't too im portant how 
th eir product looks and feels. 
But it is im portant. M agazines 
have found this out.” 


Cowles said he is perplexed 
that “ big and im portant editor­ 
ial 
m aterial 
usually appears

zine,” and referred to 
Ted 
Sorenson 's 
book on Kennedy, 
the byline sto rie s of

M agazines a re willing to pay 
big p rices for such m aterial he 
said “ but if the top newspaper 
in each of the larg est 50 m ar­ 
kets should band together to go 
after these high • interest fea­

The White award to a Kansas 
editor went to Roy F . Bailey, 
form er publisher of the Salina 
Jou rn al. B ailey was unable to be 
present because of illn ess.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Law 
enforcem ent o ffic e rs , fighting 
an uphill battle against c rim e , 
got som e chilling news the other 
day from the Suprem e C ourt. 
The reason for the fingernail 
biting: the court is going to 
weigh 
the constitutionality of 
undercover agents getting the 
goods on n arco tics peddlers in 
th eir own hom es without search 
w arran ts. 
It may not m atter, when the 
ju stice s hand down th eir d eci­ 
sion, that dope pushers p refer 
to pursue th eir trade in th eir 
kitchens and g arag es. 
What may m atter very much 
is that the Fourth Amendment 
to the U .S . Constitution a ssu re s 
them — and all A m ericans — 
the right to be secu re in th eir 
hom es 
against “ unreasonable 
search es and se iz u re s.” 
And, 
in 
a p ractical sen se, 
what certain ly m atters to fed er­ 
al n arco tics agents and to local 
law o ffice rs a c ro ss the land is 
that hundreds of a r r e s ts have 
been made under circu m stan ces 
much lik e those in the case at 
hand— Duke L ee L ew is vs. the 
United States of A m erica. 
“ Dope peddlers don't lik e to 
do th eir business in the open,'* 
explained a spokesm an at the 
Fed eral Bureau of N a rco tics. 
“ They p refer the sanctity of 
^ th e ir own hom e.” 
The 
spokesm an, 
who 
d is­ 
cussed the attack on n arco tics 
without 
com m enting 
on 
the 
co u rt's action, didn't have to 
explain why the federal agent 
who visited L ew is at his home 
in the Roxbury section of Boston 
in 1964 posed a s a n arco tics buy­ 
e r . 
If he had identified h im self a s 
a n arco tics agent and produced 
a search w arrant, no sa le would 
have taken p lace and he would 
not have been invited back to 
buy m ore m arijuana la te r . The 


agent 
did not have a search 
w arrant. 
Thus the constitutional ques­ 
tion is put squarely by L ew is' 
law yer: “ Can a federal o fficer 
avoid the n ecessity of obtaining 
a search w arrant and gain en­ 
tran ce to the home of one sus­ 
pected of a crim e by disguising 
h im self for the purpose of so­ 
licitin g a crim e and obtaining 
evidence to be used against the 
ow ner?” 
When Lew is appealed his con­ 
viction under the federal narcot­ 
ic s law to the UJ5. C ircuit Court 
in Boston three judges flatly r e ­ 
jected his Fourth Amendment 
argum ent. 
“ T$e happy days fo r law vio­ 
la to rs 
that 
this claim would 
produce a re not to be,” they 
said . 
But the Suprem e Court, which 
has 
ruled on sev eral Fourth 
Amendment ca ses with mixed 
re su lts, may use the L ew is case 
a s a vehicle for giving g re a te r 
strength to this B ill of Rights 
p rotection. 
Then law-abiding A m ericans 
and 
dope peddlers alike will 
have new reason to echo these 
words of the 17th century Eng­ 
lish ju rist S ir Edward Coke: 
“ M an's house is his castle,an d 
o n e's home is his sa fest re f­ 
uge.”

Veteran Publisher Says 
Many Papers are Dull 


LAWRENCE, Kau. (A P)— A 
leading publisher, 
describing 
journalism as a frustrating and 
intoxicating mi stress, lamented 
today that “ too many issues of 
too many newspapers are Just 
plain dull, dull, dull.” 
Garden Cowles, 
editor4n« 
chief of Cowles Com munica- 
tions received the ninth Wil» 
liam Allen 
White Foundation 
citation for journalistic merit. 
In a speech prepared for the 
annual White memorial lecture, 
Cowles said: 
“ Too many newspaper editors 
today are too careful, too cau­ 
tious, too fearful of being con­ 
troversial, too worried about 
rufflying the hair of some read* 
ers. I don’t think any man can 
become a great editor unless 
he is willing to become meaning­ 
fully involved in the important 
issues of his community, his 
state, the nation and the world. 
And he needs to care passion­ 
ately.” 
Cowles is president of the Des 
Moines Register and Tribune, 
which his father bought about 
the time Cowles was born. His 
brother, John, is president of 
the Minneapolis Star and Tri­ 
bune. 
Cowles told of his successes in 
40 years of journalism, which 
includes establishment of Look 
and Family Circle magazines 
and the San Juan (Puerto Rico) 
Star and the purchase of two 
newspai^er^ 
in 
Florida. 
He 
listed as failures two magazines 
he founded-Flalr, a fashion and 
• arts publication, and Quick, a 
pocketsize newsweekly. 
He said he has reached these 
conclusions about Journalism: 
“—The tremendous asset of 
daily newspapers over all forms 
of communication is their role 
of public responsibility. 
“ —Radio and television in­ 
form within a dramatic, popular 
and limited scope, but their pri­ 
mary motivation is entertain­ 
ment. 
“ -M agazine 
inform, stimu­ 
late thought and entertain, again 
within the scope of their facili­ 
ties and the intervals at which 
they are published. 
“ —Daily newspapers not only 
inform and entertain, they are 
invested with responsibility for 
truth, fairness, balance, com­ 
pleteness and newness, coupled 
with their responsibility as the 
monitor and conscience of their 
communities and the nation.” 
Responsible newspapers have 
a public character, Cowles said. 
“ Those which lack this public 
character, or shun it, ignore 
their greatest asset and this will 
eventually show up in the bal­ 
ance sheet.” 
He said too many newspapers 
still don’t do an adequate job of 
digging in their own communi­ 
ties “ for the fascinating things 
and rapidly changing develop­ 
ments going on in the fields of 
education, medicine, 
science 
and the arts.” 
Newspaper make-up too often 
is left in the iiands of people 
who may not know much about 
typography “ and the thousand 
one method for making pages 
look readable and exciting. 
“ If newspapers were as well 
edited and as well printed as I 
think they could be, particularly 
the great Sunday newspapers, 
then I doubt whether Life or 
Look and other leading maga­ 
zines could liave attained their 
present size and strength. . . I 
am afraid newspaper publishers 
feel it isn’t too important how 
their product looks and feels. 
But it is important. Magazines 
have found this out.” 


Cowles said he is perplexed 
that “ big and important editor­ 
ial 
material usually appears 
first 
in some leading maga­ 
zine,” and referred to 
Ted 
Sorenson’s book on Kennedy, 
the byline stories of 
the 
astronauts 
and 
Truman 
Capote’s book “ In Cold Blood.” 
Magazines are willing to pay 
big prices for such material he 
said “ but if the top newspaper 
in each of the largest 50 mar­ 
kets should band together to go 
after these high - interest fea­ 
tures, they could outbid any 
magazine.” 
The White award to a Kansas 
editor went to Roy F. Bailey, 
form er publisher of the Salina 
Journal. Bailey was unable to be 
present because of illness. 
The presentations honor Willi­ 
am Allen White, editor of the 
Emporia Gazette, who died in 
1944.

Passed last year by the Sen­ 
ate and early this week by the 
House in different forms, the 
compromise 
bill 
scooted 
through the Senate Thursday by 
vote of 99 to 0 and was whisked 
to the President without a dis­ 
sent after a voice vote in the 
House. 
The administration had sug­ 
gested that benefits be limited 
to men who serve in combat 
areas, instead of covering all 
personnel regardless of where 
they put in their military time. 
The estimated cost of the ad­ 
ministration bill was $150 mil­ 
lion a year. 
The cost of the program is 
expected to level off at around 
$500 million annually after five 
years. Its first-year cost was 
estim ated at $335 million. 
Most of the money would be 
for educational benefits on the 
basis of one month of schooling 
for each month of service, up to 
36 months or four normal years 
of college study. Beneficiaries 
could select their own school, 
within lim its, and would not 
have to be high school gradu­ 
a tes. 
Educational benefits would be 
paid directly to the veteran at 
the rate of $100 monthly for 
full-tim e schooling for a single 
person and $150 for those with 
two or more dependents.Small­ 
er allotments would be paid to 
students who attend school less 
than 
full-time, 
but 
nothing 
would be allowed for le ss than 
half-time students. 
The schooling could be spread 
over a period of eight years. 
Veterans 
who have financed 
their own schooling since their 
discharge would not be reim­ 
bursed.

Sm iling faces at the fam ily

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Law- 
enforcement officers, fighting 
an uphill battle against crim e, 
got some chilling news the other 
day from the Supreme Court. 
The reason for the fingernail 
biting: the court is going to 
weigh the constitutionality of 
undercover agents getting the 
goods on narcotics peddlers in 
their own homes without search 
warrants. 
It may not matter, when the 
justices hand down their deci­ 
sion, that dope pushers prefer 
to pursue their trade in their 
kitchens and garages. 
What may matter very much 
is that the Fourth Amendment 
to the U .S. Constitution assures 
them — and all Americans — 
the right to be secure in their 
homes against “unreasonable 
searches and seizures.” 
And, in a practical sense, 
what certainly matters to feder- 
a1 narcotics agents and to local 
law officers across the land Is 
that hundreds of arrests have 
been made under circumstances 
much like those in the case at 
hand—Duke Lee Lewis vs. the 
United States of America. 
“ Dope peddlers don’t like to 
do their business in the open,” 
explained a spokesman at the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics. 
“ They prefer the sanctity of 
..their own home.” 
The 
spokesman, 
who dis­ 
cussed the attack on narcotics 
without 
commenting 
on 
the 
court’s action, didn’t have to 
explain why the federal agent 
who visited Lewis at his home 
in the Roxbury section of Boston 
in 1964 posed as a narcotics buy­ 
er. 
If he had identified him selfas 
a narcotics agent and produced 
a search warrant, no side would 
have taken place and he would 
not have been invited back to 
buy more marijuana later. The 


agent did not have a search 
warrant. 
Thus the constitutional ques­ 
tion is put squarely by Lewis* 
lawyer: “ Can a federal officer 
avoid the necessity of obtaining 
a search warrant and gain en­ 
trance to the home of one sus­ 
pected of a crime by disguising 
himself for the purpose of so­ 
liciting a crime and obtaining 
evidence to be used against the 
owner?” 
When Lewis appealed his con­ 
viction under the federal narcot­ 
ics law to the UJ5. Circuit Court 
in Boston three judges flatly re­ 
jected his Fourth Amendment 
argument. 
“ T$e happy days for law vio­ 
lators that this claim would 
produce are not to be,” they 
said. 
But the Supreme Court, which 
has ruled on several Fourth 
Amendment cases with mixed 
results, may use the Lewis case 
as a vehicle for giving greater 
strength to this Bill of Rights 
protection. 
Then law-abiding Americans 
and dope peddlers alike will 
have new reason to echo these 
words of the 17th century Eng­ 
lish jurist Sir Edward Coke: 
“ Man’s house is his ca stle,and 
one’s home is his safest ref­ 
uge.”
